THE  PATTERN  OF  VIKING-AGE  COIN-HOARDS  FROM 

THE  ISLE  OF  MAN

A  generous  grant  from  the  Royal  Irish  Academy  made  it  possible  for  the  writer  to 
spend  nine  weeks  of  the  summer  of  1974  on  an  investigation  concerned  primarily 
with  the  ordering  of  approaching  three  hundred  Anglo-Saxon  and  Hiberno-Norse 
coins  in  the  collections  of  the  Manx  Museum.  In  the  event,  and  rather  against 
expectation,  individual  hoard-provenances  were  assigned  to  all  but  a  very  few  of  these 
coins,  and  much  of  the  groundwork  in  consequence  has  been  completed  in  respect  of 
projected  SCBI  fascicles  which  it  is  hoped  may  also  take  in  as  well  the  Manx 
coinages  of  the  seventeenth,  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  centuries.  The  purpose  of 
this  preliminary — and  indeed  very  provisional  note — is  to  essay  a  summary  of  the 
present  state  of  our  knowledge  concerning  the  Viking-Age  coin-hoards  as  such. 

In  1956  the  late  Mr.  J.  D.  A.  Thompson’s  pioneering  Inventory  noted  a  total  of 
eight  such  finds.  In  the  latest  statement  of  the  position,  Professor  D.  M.  Wilson’s 
The  Viking  Age  on  the  Isle  of  Man  (Odense,  1974),  the  figure  has  risen  to  eleven, 
though  one  of  his  finds,  the  discovery  made  on  the  Howe  just  to  the  south  of  Douglas 
in  1842  (Nat.  Grid  SC  3774),  after  a  scrutiny  of  all  the  evidence — some  of  it  un¬ 
published — is  beginning  to  emerge  as  a  sterling  hoard  concealed  apparently  in  the 
early  fourteenth  century.  What  will  be  argued  here,  though,  is  that  even  this  emended 
total  of  ten  is  too  low,  and  that  since  the  eighteenth  century  no  fewer  than  twelve 
and  perhaps  as  many  as  fourteen  coin-hoards  of  the  Viking  period  have  come  to  light 
on  an  island  with  a  surface  area  of  just  under  230  square  miles.  We  may  begin  by 
listing  them  in  what  seems  to  be  the  chronological  order  of  their  concealment. 

1.  Knockaloe,  Kirk  Patrick  parish,  Glenfaba  sheading,  before  1820  [Nat.  Grid  SC 

2482]. 

Of  all  the  finds  here  discussed  this  is  perhaps  the  most  shadowy.  It  was  accepted 
by  Thompson  {op.  cit .,  no.  226 — though  wrongly  located  on  the  map  facing  p.  xx), 
but  omitted  by  the  present  w7riter  from  the  listings  on  pp.  47-54  of  SCBI  BM  H/N 
on  the  grounds  of  uncertainty,  and  it  was  doubtless  on  this  “authority”  that  the  find 
failed  to  find  acceptance  with  Professor  Wilson.  Scepticism  seemed  warranted  in 
the  perhaps  hypercritical  climate  of  the  1950s,  but  more  recently  there  has  begun  to 
be  appreciated  the  fact  that  Roman  coins  in  any  quantity,  let  alone  those  struck  in 
the  precious  metals,  are  conspicuous  absenteees  from  the  Manx  scene  {cf.  the 
present  writer’s  paper  in  a  forthcoming  number  of  the  Journal  of  the  Manx  Museum). 
It  has  also  begun  to  be  recognized  that  a  small  but  significant  group  of  early  Viking

finds  from  the  Irish  Sea  area  include  a  proportion  of  gold  (cf.  a  forthcoming  study 
by  Mr.  James  Graham- Campbell  of  University  College,  London).  While,  then,  the 
possibility  that  the  Knockaloe  find  is  of  Roman  or  Dark  Age  date  is  one  that  still 
cannot  be  altogether  excluded,  there  would  seem  no  longer  to  exist  any  formal 
reason  why  the  coins  and  ornaments  found  on  that  occasion  should  not  have  been 
concealed  as  late  as  the  ninth  or  even  the  early  tenth  century.  In  this  connection,  too, 
we  do  well  to  remember  the  imitation  ( ?  Frisian)  of  a  Carolingian  mancus  of  Louis 
the  Pious  discovered  in  Kirk  Maughold  churchyard  (Nat.  Grid  SC  4991)  in  1884 
(cf.  The  Manx  Notebook ,  I  (1885),  pp.  65-8:  The  Reliquary ,  January  1885,  pp.  169- 
72).  This  seems  a  case  where  loss  by  the  middle  of  the  ninth  century  may  safely  be 
assumed,  even  if  it  could  be  thought  just  a  little  curious  that  among  the  dozen  Viking- 
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Age  coin-hoards  from  Man  where  something  definite  is  known  concerning  the  con¬ 
tent,  there  is  not  one  that  can  be  dated  earlier  than  the  beginning  of  the  seventh 
decade  of  the  tenth  century. 

2.  Kella  ( ?),  Kirk  Christ  Lezayre  parish,  Ayre  sheading,  1750  [Nat.  Grid  SC  3995]. 

That  this  small  but  critical  hoard  of  silver  coins  came  to  light  no  later  than  the 
early  winter  of  1750  emerges  from  an  unpublished  letter  in  the  Manx  Museum 
library  which  is  dated  2  December  1750.  It  is  addressed  to  James  Murray,  second 
Duke  of  Atholl,  from  his  factor  William  Christian.  The  hoard  is  an  omission  from 
the  Inventory  and  from  SCBI  BM  H/N,  and  its  inclusion  in  the  corpus  of  Manx 
hoards  of  the  Viking  period  is  due  in  the  first  place  to  Professor  Wilson.  Scrutiny  of 
the  original  letter  has  revealed  the  existence  of  a  fortieth  coin  described  as  larger 
than  the  rest,  and  the  possibility  cannot  be  excluded  that  this  was  a  Kufic  dirham ,  in 
which  case  the  most  likely  date  for  the  hoard’s  concealment  would  be  one  about  the 
end  of  the  ninth  century,  say  within  the  bracket  c.  875 -c.  975.  It  should  be  said,  how¬ 
ever,  that  there  is  no  certain  record  anywhere  of  a  Kufic  coin  having  been  found  on 
Man — an  absence  that  could  be  thought  even  more  inexplicable  against  the  wider 
background  of  dirhams  of  this  period  found  in  Eastern  Ireland  and  Northern  England 
in  particular.  The  exact  find-spot  of  this  1750  discovery  seems  forgotten,  and  the 
suggestion  that  it  was  Kella  (E.  Kella  near  Sulby)  derives  from  some  brilliant  detec¬ 
tive  work  by  Mr  B.  R.  S.  Megaw,  now  the  Director  of  the  School  of  Scottish  Studies 
at  Edinburgh,  which  is  preserved  in  a  manuscript  memorandum  of  the  1950s  pre¬ 
served  in  the  files  of  the  Manx  Museum.  Even  the  description  of  the  remaining 
39  coins  as  “of  the  Heptarchy”  cannot  be  taken  back  beyond  J.  F.  Crellin  (1816-1886), 
though  in  fairness  it  must  be  remarked  that  he  was  in  a  position  to  be  singularly  well- 
informed  on  coins  found  in  Ayre  and  Michael  sheadings.  As  used  by  him,  too,  the 
formula  “of  the  Heptarchy”  may  be  assumed  to  possess  a  measure  of  deliberation 
and  precision,  and  suggested  by  it  is  the  presence  in  the  find  of  coins  from  more  than 
one  Anglo-Saxon  dynasty,  which  in  turn  might  seem  to  indicate  a  date  before  rather 
than  after  the  end  of  the  ninth  century.  Such  an  interpretation,  of  course,  would 
accord  well  with  the  hypothesis  that  the  fortieth  coin  was  a  Kufic  dirham ,  nor  would 
it  be  vitiated  if  this  outsize  piece  should  prove  to  be  one  of  the  late  ninth-  or  early 
tenth-century  sub-Carolingian  deniers  from  Lombardy  which  finds  such  as  those 
from  Cuerdale  and  Dean  show  to  have  reached  the  opposite  coast  of  England. 
There  remains  just  the  shadow  of  a  chance,  though,  that  the  anomalous  coin  could 
be  one  of  the  Hiberno-Norse  pennies  struck  on  exceptionally  wide  flans  which  seem 
to  have  occurred  in  the  1834  find  from  Kirk  Michael  (infra,  no.  14),  in  which  case 
the  Kella  (  ?)  find  would  fit  neatly  enough  into  place  as  a  northern  Manx  hoard  of  the 
eleventh  century.  On  the  other  hand,  there  is  the  circumstance  that  a  Burgred  penny 
is  known  to  have  been  acquired  by  an  English  collector  in  Ramsey  at  the  beginning 
of  this  century,  and  is  now  in  the  Manx  Museum. 

3.  Ballaqueeney,  Kirk  Rushen  parish,  Rushen  sheading,  1874  [Nat.  Grid  SC  2068], 

This  medium-sized  hoard  has  been  the  subject  of  recent  discussion  in  the  pages 
of  The  Numismatic  Circular.  A  total  of  43  coins  and  coin-fragments  from  the  find  are 
in  the  trays  of  the  Manx  Museum,  and  these  probably  represent  a  substantial  pro¬ 
portion  of  what  was  recovered.  The  hoard  is  one  accepted  by  Thompson  ( Inventory 
24),  but  there  has  been  confusion  of  the  find-spot  with  that  of  some  non-numismatic 
material  of  prehistoric  date  from  a  mound  on  the  sea-shore  some  distance  to  the 
south-east,  while  the  dating  proposed  is  inacceptably  vague.  A  minor  correction, 
too,  is  now  necessary  in  respect  of  the  dating  adopted  by  Professor  Wilson  who 
followed  that  put  forward  in  SCBI  BM  H/N  and  suggested  958  which  was  fair 
enough  when  accounts  of  the  find  mentioned  coins  only  of  Eadred  and  Eadwig. 
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Research  last  summer  has  established,  however,  that  there  was  in  fact  a  small  Eadgar 
element,  so  that  burial  may  be  supposed  to  have  taken  place  in  the  early  960s. 

4.  Kirk  Andreas  church-tower,  Kirk  Andreas  parish,  Ayre  sheading,  1866  [Nat 

Grid  SC  4199]. 

Again  the  hoard  is  one  discussed  in  a  recent  number  of  The  Numismatic  Circular . 
It  was  acceptable  to  Thompson  (. Inventory  8)  and  to  Professor  Wilson,  and  seems  to 
have  consisted  of  perhaps  a  hundred  coins  with  English  pence  of  Eadwig  and 
especially  of  Eadgar  predominating.  There  are  in  the  Manx  Museum  13  coins  and 
coin-fragments  which  derive  from  the  hoard,  and  another  5  coins  are  in  private 
possession  on  the  island.  From  these  it  is  clear  that  the  find  is  one  that  should  be 
dated  at  least  as  late  as  the  early  9'70s. 

5.  Ballaquayle,  Douglas,  Kirk  Onchan  (“Conchan”)  parish,  since  1796  in  Middle 

sheading,  1894  [Nat.  Grid  SC  3776]. 

This  is  the  third  of  the  hoards  to  have  been  the  subject  of  recent  discussion  in 
The  Numismatic  Circular ,  and  is  easily  the  largest  as  well  as  the  most  celebrated  of  all 
the  Viking-Age  coin-hoards  to  have  been  discovered  on  Man.  As  such  it  figures 
inevitably  in  the  pages  of  Thompson  ( Inventory  127),  and  it  has  received  particular 
attention  from  Professor  Wilson.  In  addition  to  a  substantial  quantity  of  silver 
ornaments  and  bars,  the  hoard  comprised  several  hundred  silver  coins.  Of  these 
138  coins  and  fragments  of  coins  are  in  the  Manx  Museum,  and  another  20  coins  were 
acquired  at  the  time  by  the  British  Museum  under  the  treasure  trove  regulations 
then  obtaining.  Many  other  coins  are  thought  to  have  left  the  island  through  illicit 
channels,  and  at  least  one  is  still  in  the  possession  of  a  Douglas  resident.  As  regards 
the  date  of  the  hoard’s  concealment,  there  are  a  number  of  plausible  occasions  in  the 
970s,  and  for  the  moment  perhaps  the  general  bracket  implied  by  c.  975  is  unlikely 
seriously  to  mislead. 

6.  Bradda  Head,  Kirk  Christ  Rushen  parish,  Rushen  sheading,  1848  [Nat.  Grid 

SC  1971]. 

The  coins  recovered  appear  to  have  been  a  scattering  from  a  hoard  originally 
numbering  several  hundred  coins,  and  the  survivors  are  notable  for  their  poor 
condition.  The  hoard  was  accepted  by  Thompson  ( Inventory  320),  but  located  under 
“Rushen”  and  marked  on  the  map  as  if  the  find-spot  was  on  the  western  shores  of 
Bay  ny  Carrickey.  It  is  also  dated  a  little  on  the  late  side,  an  error  duly  corrected  by 
Professor  Wilson  on  the  basis  of  SCSI  BM  H/N.  There  are  2  more  or  less  whole  but 
broken  pennies  from  the  hoard  in  the  trays  of  the  Manx  Museum,  and  a  third  frag¬ 
ment  acquired  from  an  English  collector  in  1926  is  perhaps  from  the  same  source. 
Another  4  coins,  all  of  them  relatively  unbroken,  are  in  a  Manx  private  collection. 
Taken  in  conjunction  with  the  near-contemporary  accounts  of  the  finding,  these 
7  coins  indicate  a  date  for  the  hoard’s  concealment  appreciably  later  than  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  Crux  type  in  England  but  still  before  the  introduction  at  the  very 
end  of  the  issue  of  lighter  pieces  of  a  distinctive  style.  In  this  connection  the  appar¬ 
ently  total  absence  of  Dublin  coins  of  Sihtric  Silkbeard  who  only  began  to  rule  in 
Dublin  in  993  or  994  may  indeed  be  significant,  and  the  Bradda  hoard  could  well 
represent  an  additional  argument  in  support  of  the  view  that  Sihtric’s  Dublin 
coinage  only  began  in  the  summer  of  997.  There  can  be  little  doubt,  then,  that  when 
the  hoard  is  set  against  the  wider  background  provided  by  the  insular  coinages  of  the 
late  tenth  century  as  a  whole,  the  most  natural  slot  is  one  that  does  not  extend  more 
than  a  few  months  on  either  side  of  the  year  995.  It  is  tempting,  indeed,  to  associate 
it  with  Svein  Haraldsson’s  pillaging  of  Man  alleged  to  have  taken  place  at  precisely 
this  juncture  (c/.  G.  Jones,  A  History  of  the  Vikings ,  2nd  edn.,  London,  1973,  p.  357). 
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7.  Park  Lewellyn,  Kirk  Maughold  parish,  Garff  sheading,  1835  [Nat.  Grid  SC 

4390]. 

This  significant  but  largely  dispersed  hoard  is  discussed  at  some  length  in  a  paper 
in  the  current  number  of  the  Journal  of  the  Manx  Museum.  By  Thompson  ( Inventory 
22),  and  indeed  by  virtually  all  his  predecessors,  the  discovery  was  confused  with 
another  (infra,  no.  1 1)  which  had  come  to  light  the  previous  year  at  a  point  only  a  few 
miles  to  the  east.  It  has  been  possible  to  show  that  7  coins  in  the  Manx  Museum, 
6  of  them  Hiberno-Norse  and  1  Anglo-Saxon,  derive  from  this  hoard,  and  the 
chronological  pattern  they  present  suggests  concealment  in  the  1020s,  i.e.  at  a  point 
in  time  after  and  not  before  the  battle  of  Clontarf  [a.d.  1014],  that  largely  legendary 
if  undoubtedly  historical  watershed  in  the  fortunes  of  the  Vikings  of  the  Irish  Sea 
area.  By  Thompson,  however,  the  deposit  was  placed  in  the  tenth  century,  which  is 
impossibly  early,  while  the  SCBI  BM  H/N  dating  of  it  around  the  millennium, 
adopted  naturally  enough  by  Professor  Wilson,  is  likewise  superseded.  All  three 
works,  moreover,  give  the  date  of  discovery  as  1834,  the  year  when  in  fact  there  came 
to  light  the  somewhat  later  hoard  from  Ballaberna. 

8.  Ballacannell  (?),  Kirk  Lonan  parish,  Garff  sheading,  13  May  1786  [Nat  Grid 

SC  4382]. 

This  hoard  consisting  of  233  whole  coins  and  4  fragments,  the  great  majority  of 
them  almost  certainly  Hiberno-Norse  but  1  at  least  Anglo-Saxon  even  if  imitative, 
is  known  ultimately  from  a  chance  reference  in  the  printed  but  unpaginated  (!)  book 
of  evidence  brought  together  in  connection  with  the  Duke  of  Atholi’s  claim  for 
compensation  in  respect  of  the  1765  Revestment  Act  (Report  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Inquiry  for  the  Isle  of  Man,  London,  1792,  Appendix  A,  no.  41).  That  the  find-spot 
within  the  general  area  of  Laxey  is  in  fact  situated  at  a  point  between  the  sea  and  the 
modern  main-road  and  light  railway  from  Ramsey  to  Douglas  and  adjacent  to  the 
eighteenth-century  Ballacannell  schoolhouse,  represents  a  second  detective  achieve¬ 
ment  on  the  part  of  Mr.  B.  R.  S.  Megaw  (cf.  supra,  no.  2).  The  reference  to  a  square 
coin  could  well  suggest  a  blank  connected  with  the  production  locally  of  imitative 
English  or  Hiberno-Norse  pieces,  but  the  possibility  of  its  being  an  eleventh-century 
Rouen  denier  from  Normandy  is  one  that  should  not  perhaps  be  altogether  excluded. 
No  coin  from  the  hoard  would  seem  to  be  in  the  Manx  Museum,  and  the  find  is  one 
overlooked  alike  by  Thompson  and  SCBI  BM  H/N,  while  Professor  Wilson  has 
enabled  it  to  be  put  for  the  first  time  into  its  historical  context  by  drawing  attention 
to  the  mention  in  the  1792  record  of  a  coin  of  “Canute”.  Hitherto  printed  references 
to  the  discovery  in  the  works  of  men  such  as  Clay,  Feltham,  Waldron  and  Woods  had 
been  in  terms  so  general  that  there  had  to  be  provisional  inclusion  of  it  in  one  of  the 
“limbo”  categories  of  I.  D.  Brown  and  M.  Dolley,  A  Bibliography  of  Coin  Hoards  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland  1500-1967,  London,  1971  (p.  37,  EZ15).  On  the  new 
evidence  the  hoard  could  have  been  deposited  as  early  as  the  1020s  or  as  late  as  the 
1040s,  but  on  the  analogy  of  the  apparently  similar  hoard  from  Kirk  Andreas  (infra, 
no.  9)  a  date  in  the  1030s  would  seem  very  likely. 

9.  Kirk  Andreas  churchyard,  Kirk  Andreas  parish,  Ayre  sheading,  1874  [Nat. 

Grid  SC  4199]. 

This  hoard  of  perhaps  a  hundred  coins,  most  of  them  Hiberno-Norse  but  some 
Anglo-Saxon  or  imitations  thereof,  came  to  light  during  the  digging  of  a  still  identifi¬ 
able  grave  in  Kirk  Andreas  churchyard.  It  figures  in  Thompson  (Inventory  9)  who 
ascribes  it  to  the  tenth  century,  and  in  SCBI  BM  H/N  where  there  is  proposed  a 
dating  c.  1048  which  has  been  accepted  by  Professor  Wilson.  A  total  of  41  coins, 
33  Hiberno-Norse  and  8  Anglo-Saxon  (5  of  them  perhaps  imitative  pieces  of  local 
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production),  are  in  the  Manx  Museum,  and  the  parcel  in  itself  would  be  sufficient 
to  suggest  concealment  at  the  end  of  the  1040s.  A  number  of  Irish  hoards  would  seem 
to  provide  close  parallels  in  their  general  composition,  e.g.  those  from  Dunbrody 
( Inventory  141),  near  Kilkenny  ( Inventory  — ),  Bailylinan  ( Inventory  — ),  Ballycastle 
( Inventory  — )  and  Rathlin  Island  (. Inventory  &  SCBI  BM  H/N  — ,  cf.  Seaby's  Coin 
and  Medal  Bulletin ,  1974,  pp.  39  &  40),  and  on  the  island  itself  the  finds  from  Jurby 
(infra,  no.  10)  and  Ballaberna  (infra,  no.  11),  though  seeming  to  eschew  an  Anglo- 
Saxon  element,  include  Hiberno-Norse  coins  identical  in  type  even  if  very  different 
in  their  patination. 

10.  West  Nappin,  Jurby  parish,  Michael  sheading,  before  1900  (?)  [Nat.  Grid 

SC  3498], 

Recognition  of  the  fact  that  the  find  comprised  coins  as  well  as  an  undecorated 
silver  armlet  (wt.  21.84  g:  axial  measurements  approximately  45x55  mm:  Reg. 
4396)  was  one  of  the  more  satisfying  results  of  the  1974  season’s  work  on  the  Manx 
Museum  collections,  and  a  paper  to  appear  in  due  course  in  th z  Journal  of  the  Manx 
Museum  will  set  out  the  relevant  evidence  which  is  mainly  contained  in  partially 
preserved  correspondence  between  William  Cubbon  and  the  British  Museum  and  a 
Miss  A.  Clarke,  formerly  of  Nappin,  dated  August  1935.  It  is  sufficient  here  to  note 
that  the  hoard,  passed  over  by  Thompson  and  SCBI  BM  H/N  while  Professor  Wilson 
(op.  cit.y  p.  46)  knew  only  the  armlet,  included  at  least  7  more  or  less  fragmentary 
Hiberno-Norse  pennies  exactly  comparable,  except  for  their  patina,  with  those 
found  in  1874  at  Kirk  Andreas  some  four  or  five  miles  to  the  east.  Concealment, 
therefore,  would  seem  to  fall  if  anything  just  before  rather  than  after  the  middle  of  the 
eleventh  century. 

11.  Ballaberna  (Balnabarna),  Kirk  Maughold  parish,  Garff  sheading,  1834  [Nat. 

Grid  SC  4690]. 

As  far  back  as  the  middle  of  the  last  century  there  was  confusion  between  this 
small  find  of  Hiberno-Norse  coins  concealed  c.  1050  and  the  discovery  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  year  of  a  mixed  Hiberno-Norse  and  Anglo-Saxon  hoard  of  somewhat  earlier  date 
at  Park  Lewellyn  in  the  same  parish  (supra,  no.  7),  and  in  consequence  the  Ballaberna 
find  not  only  is  an  omission  from  Thompson  and  SCBI  BM  H/N,  but  is  passed  over 
by  Professor  Wilson.  Curiously,  though,  it  does  figure  in  the  same  “limbo”  section 
of  “Brown  &  Dolley”  as  the  eighteenth-century  find  from  Ballacannell  (supra, 
no.  8)  from  which  it  should  now  be  excised  (op.  cit.,  p.  37,  no.  EZ16).  The  compli¬ 
cated  and  surprisingly  extensive  evidence  for  the  find,  much  of  it  archival,  is  dis¬ 
cussed  in  a  paper  in  the  current  number  of  th t  Journal  of  the  Manx  Museum,  and  here 
it  is  probably  enough  to  note  that  2  coins  in  the  Manx  Museum  and  1  in  a  private 
collection  on  the  island  tie  in  with  an  early  and  annotated  photograph  of  a  fourth 
coin  to  suggest  that  the  hoard  was  perhaps  marginally  later  in  date  than  those  from 
Kirk  Andreas  and  West  Nappin  just  described. 

12.  Mrs.  Governor  Wood’s  hoard,  before  1777  ( ?). 

On  9  August  1785  the  widow  of  John  Wood  who  had  been  Governor  of  the  Isle 
of  Man  from  1761  until  his  death  in  1777  presented  to  the  Society  of  Antiquaries  of 
Scotland  2  pennies  of  Edward  the  Confessor  (SCBI  Edinburgh  689  &  691)  and  2 
coins  described  as  “Anglo-Saxon”  which  may  be  presumed  in  fact  to  be  Hiberno- 
Norse  of  the  same  period.  The  source  of  these  4  coins  cannot  have  been  the  hoard 
from  Ballacannell  (supra,  no.  8)  as  we  now  have  good  reason  to  think  that  it  was  not 
discovered  until  the  May  of  the  following  year,  and  in  any  case  we  should  be  thinking 
of  a  discovery  that  would  antedate  the  donor’s  departure  from  the  island  which  there 
is  no  reason  to  think  did  not  occur  within  a  matter  of  months  after  her  husband’s 
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death.  Professor  Wilson  has  suggested  as  one  possibility  the  Kella  find  of  1750 
(supra,  no.  2),  but  this  is  now  thought  to  have  been  a  hoard  essentially  of  the  later 
ninth  century,  while  in  any  case  Wood  did  not  take  up  his  appointment  until  1761 
by  which  time  the  Kella  hoard  must  surely  have  been  long  broken  up  and  dispersed. 
A  visit  to  Edinburgh  will  probably  be  necessary  before  all  the  problems  of  Mrs. 
Wood’s  donation  can  be  resolved,  but  photographs  of  the  Hiberno-Norse  coins 
without  Scottish  provenance  in  the  trays  of  the  National  Museum  of  Antiquities  of 
Scotland  have  been  made  available  to  the  writer  through  the  kindness  of  the  Director, 
Mr.  R.  B.  K.  Stevenson,  and  suggest  that  the  source  of  the  coins  presented  in  1785 
was  a  hoard  concealed  in  the  early  1060s. 

13.  Laxey  (?),  Kirk  Lonan  parish,  Garff  sheading,  before  1950  [Nat.  Grid  SC 
4384  (?)]. 

In  1974  Mr.  Peter  Seaby,  the  well-known  London  coin-dealer,  presented  to  the 
Manx  Aluseum  a  group  of  7  Hiberno-Norse  coins  belonging  to  the  later  1060s. 
They  had  been  acquired  by  him  many  years  before,  and  before  that  had  been  an 
atypical  part  of  a  miscellaneous  collection  in  the  possession  of  a  Laxey  resident. 
None  of  the  remaining  coins  seemed  in  any  way  relevant,  and  the  Hiberno-Norse 
pieces  are  sufficiently  distinctive  in  their  types  that  we  can  be  reasonably  certain  that 
they  do  not  derive  from  any  known  find  be  it  Irish  or  Manx.  The  presumption  is, 
therefore,  that  they  represent  the  totality  (?)  of  a  minor  find  unknown  to  Thompson 
and  to  SCBI  BM  H/N  and  discovered  in  the  first  half  of  this  century  somewhere  in 
the  general  area  of  Laxey.  As  such  the  parcel  merits,  and  in  fact  will  receive,  early 
publication  in  the  pages  of  the  Journal  of  the  Manx  Museum. 

14.  Kirk  Michael  churchyard,  Kirk  Michael  parish,  Michael  sheading,  1834 
[Nat.  Grid  SC  3190]. 

A  total  of  46  Hiberno-Norse  coins  from  this  important  hoard  are  in  the  British 
Museum,  the  gift  of  Bishop  William  Ward  (d.  1838).  None  are  in  the  Manx  Museum, 
but  in  a  private  collection  on  the  island  are  4  coins  which  are  die-duplicates  of  pieces 
ex  Ward  in  the  British  Museum  and  specifically  labelled  as  from  the  Kirk  Michael 
find.  The  hoard  was  duly  noted  by  Thompson  (Inventory  224),  but  there  wrongly 
ascribed  a  tenth-century  date  and  an  English  element.  In  SCBI  BM  H/N,  followed 
by  Professor  Wilson,  it  is  dated  c.  1075,  and  it  is  unlikely  that  this  date  is  wrong  by 
more  than  a  year  or  so  even  if  the  attribution  to  the  hoard  of  a  forty-seventh  coin  is 
now  seen  to  be  erroneous  (cf.  The  Numismatic  Circular ,  1973,  p.  2).  As  far  as  can  be 
determined  today  this  is  the  latest  Viking-age  coin-hoard  to  have  come  to  light  on 
Man,  and  this  despite  the  fact  that  the  Hiberno-Norse  coinage  of  Dublin  extended  at 
least  as  late  as  the  middle  of  the  twelfth  century.  (To  be  continued ) 


COMPLEMENT  TO  THE  NUMISMATIC  HISTORY 
OF  THE  SARBADAR  DYNASTY 

By  Docteur  Henri  Arroyo 

The  history  and  the  numismatics  of  this  petty  dynasty  has  been  radically  revised 
by  J.  M.  Smith.1  However  some  coins  can  appear  which  are  not  described  in  this 
monograph  and  can  cast  an  additional  light  on  the  history  of  this  peculiarly  confusing 
branch. 

I  would  like  to  report  here  two  coins  as  detailed  below :

This  coin  is  identical  to  those  struck  by  ‘All  Muayyad  the  last  Sarbadar  ruler  in 
Astarabad  in  767-770  a.h.  (1365-1369  a.d.)  during  the  recapture  of  this  town  from 
Amir  Wali,  one  of  his  fiercest  opponents. 

It  is  to  be  presumed  from  this  coin  that  the  town  of  Jurjan,  60  miles  in  the  N.W. 
of  Astarabad  was  taken  by  the  Sarbadar  during  the  same  campaign.

This  coin  unlike  the  former  is  sunni  and  not  shi‘i,  and  can  be  ascribed  with  Smith 
to  Amir  Wall,  son  of  a  governor  of  Astarabad  for  the  Ilkhanid  Togha  Timur,  who 
seized  this  town  from  the  Sarbadar  in  757  a.h. 

This  type  of  coin  (“sunni  type”  of  Smith)  is  known  from  Astarabad  for  the  years 
764  and  765  a.h.  and  Simnan  for  768  a.h.  The  coins  from  Damghan  of  Wall  are  of 
another  type  (“shi‘i  type”  of  Smith)  and  are  more  recent  (775  to  777  a.h.  and  781  a.h.). 

During  the  internal  conflict  which  divided  the  Sarbadar  between  759  and  764  a.h. 
Amir  Wall  moved  from  Astarabad  to  Damghan  but  Smith  states  that  “there  is  no 
coin  confirming  these  conquests”  (Op.  cit.  p.  148,  note  20). 

Although  undated,  this  coin,  by  its  type,  can  be  ascribed  only  to  this  period  and 
confirms  the  capture  of  Damghan  by  Amir  Wall  between  764  a.h.  (date  of  the  last 
Sarbadar  coin  of  this  mint)  and  769  a.h.  (when  a  new  Sarbadar  minting  reappears).

Birmingham  Mint  sets  up  U.S.  subsidiary.  The  Birmingham  Mint  Ltd.  has  established 
a  new  wholly  owned  subsidiary  in  the  United  States  called  The  Birmingham  Mint  of  England 
Ltd.  The  new  company  will  market  the  Mint’s  range  of  mcdallic  and  commemorative  products 
direct  to  American  collectors,  and  it  is  intended  to  advertise  the  first  offering  there  this  autumn. 
Mr.  Colin  Perry,  the  group’s  managing  director,  said;  “The  Birmingham  Mint  has  long  en¬ 
joyed  a  high  reputation  for  its  silver  and  gold  collectors’  items,  both  in  England  and  America. 
Until  now,  however,  marketing  of  our  products  in  America  was  mainly  handled  by  American 
companies.  “We  believe  that  the  American  economy  will  improve  later  this  year  and  that  this 
is  a  good  time  to  start  marketing  directly  ourselves,  as  we  do  in  England.  There  is  a  steadily 
growing  demand  from  collectors  in  America  for  high-quality  products  from  firms  such  as  ours 
with  a  long  tradition  of  craftsmanship.”

NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES 


London  Num.  Club.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Club  held 
on  Wednesday,  9th  July,  Mr.  D.  R.  Esner,  a  member  of 
the  Club,  gave  a  talk  entitled  “Ancient  Gems,  Jewels 
and  numismatics”.  Mr.  Esner  said  that  the  glyptic  art 
had  often  been  parallel  with  coin  making  and  he  in¬ 
stanced  examples  in  which  he  thought  that  cutters  of 
ancient  gems  had  also  been  die  engravers.  Indeed, 
somewhat  similar  tools  would  be  required  for  the  two 
processes.  The  stones  could  be  of  precious  or  semi 
precious  material  and  could  be  either  sunk  into  the 
stone,  intaglio,  or  raised  out  of  the  stone,  cameo. 


Since  the  earliest  times  seals  had  been  required  by 
important  personages  and  in  many  of  the  earlier  civi¬ 
lisations  cylinder  seals  had  been  used.  The  Egyptians 
had  made  extensive  use  of  scarabs  and  indeed  the  scarab 
shape  spread  at  a  later  date  to  the  Greek  civilisation  also. 
This  shape  was  retained  long  after  many  of  its  other 
features  had  gone  and  was  used  extensively  by  the 
Etruscans.  Many  ancient  gems  are  very  difficult  to  date 
and  the  shapes  in  use  by  various  peoples  at  various  times 
are  often  the  only  way  of  achieving  this.  By  the  first 
century  B.c.  the  gem  cutter  was  producing  fine  works  of 
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great  quality  on  stones  occasionally  only  2  millimetres 
thick.  Collectors  of  coins  in  the  eighteenth  and  nine¬ 
teenth  centuries  often  had  parallel  collections  of  gems 
and  indeed  many  gems  of  the  Roman  period  are  found 
in  this  country.  Some  gem  engravings  acquired  great 
fame  and  prominence  such  as  the  Sphynx  seal  of 
Augustus  which  is  to  be  found  not  only  on  the  reverse  of 
the  aureus  but  also  on  certain  Cistophoric  Tetradrachms 
struck  at  Eastern  mints.  Many  pictorial  designs  of  Greek 
Imperial  issues  are  often  of  gem-like  quality  and  were 
quite  possibly  made  by  gem  engravers. 

The  style  of  the  gem  is  often  the  best  wray  of  dating  it. 
Roman  republican  gems  as  with  coins  often  showed  the 
ancestor  cult  and  are  similar  in  design  to  the  coins.  In 
the  first  century  a.d.  royal  subjects  became  popular  and 
stones  showing  portraits  of  imperial  personages  make 
them  easy  to  date.  Pliny  wrote  that  entrance  to  court  in 
the  time  of  Claudius  was  forbidden  save  by  showing  a 
gold  ring  with  the  imperial  portrait  on  it.  As  with  the 
coins,  many  portraits  are  in  profile,  but  good  examples 
of  full  face  portraits  exist,  the  British  Museum  having 
several  fine  examples. 

Another  favourite  motif  in  classical  gems  was  the 
portrayal  of  various  divinities.  Of  these  Venus,  Tysche 
and  Hermes  were  especially  popular.  The  stones 
themselves  wrere  supposed  to  possess  certain  magical 
properties,  for  example  amethyst  was  an  antidote  for 
drunkenness  and  many  other  gems  had  other  protective 
powers.  Later,  in  the  Roman  period  the  subject  matter 
of  the  gems  changed.  Often  a  scene  from  every  day  life 
was  shown,  a  rural,  or  even  an  erotic  one.  Christian 
Magic  symbols  are  often  found  in  examples  of  the  5  th 
century. 

The  lecturer  emphasised  a  particular  character  of  gem 
stones — their  high  survival  rate.  Ancient  stones  lost 
from  their  original  setting  frequently  reappear  on 
medieval  or  even  modern  jewellery. 

Mr.  Esner  illustrated  his  talk  with  many  fine  slides 
w'hich  in  many  cases  showed  a  very  direct  comparison 
between  subjects  shown  on  coins  and  gems.  At  the  end 
of  the  talk  a  long  question  period  followed  during  which 
a  lively  discussion  was  entered  into.

SKIDMORE  S  LONDON  CHURCHES  AND  GATES 


The  following  list  of  medalets  were  struck 
by  Peter  Skidmore  of  Clerkenwell,  London,  in 
1797,  and  were  made  specially  for  collectors  of 
tokens.  The  dies  for  the  obverses  were  cut  by 
Jacobs,  and  the  designs  based  on  engravings 
)  by  S.  Hooper  who  published  Sparrow’s  work 
on  the  Churches  of  England  in  1787. 

Skidmore’s  series  form  a  very  historical  and 
fascinating  view  of  London’s  Churches  and 
Gates.  Many  were  rebuilt  after  the  Great  Fire 
of  1666,  which  destroyed  four-fifths  of  the  city. 
Famous  achitects  such  as  Sir  Christopher 
Wren,  Nicholas  Hawksmoor,  George  Dance 
the  Elder,  and  Henry  Flitcroft  were  respon¬ 
sible  for  their  design.  Wren  himself  drew  up 
plans  for  thirty-nine  city  churches,  St. 
Stephens,  Walbrook  (no.  639,  Plate  80)  being 
one  of  the  best  examples  of  his  work. 

Alas,  today  many  have  been  demolished; 
whilst  others  were  gutted  by  bombs  during  the 
*ast  war.

George  Cross,  London  Gazette,  17th  Dec.,  1940. “For 
conspicuous  bravery  in  carrying  out  dangerous  duties” 
One  of  the  first  men  to  win  the  George  Cross, Lt. -Col. 
Roy  Thomas  Harris,  a  civilian  hero  of  the  London 
blitz,  has  died  at  Wolverhampton  aged  70. 

When  he  was  called  up  into  the  Royal  Engineers  in 
June,  1942,  the  decoration  was  still  so  novel  that  a 
high-ranking  officer,  inspecting  the  recruit’s  unit, 
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failed  to  recognise  the  dark  blue  ribbon  and  ordered 
him  to  take  it  off.  (“We  don’t  allow  civil  decorations 
to  be  worn  in  the  Army,”  he  said).  The  officer  apolo¬ 
gised  when  its  significance  was  explained. 

Mr.  Harris  won  the  George  Cross  for  dismantling 
unexploded  bombs  at  Langdale  Road  School,  Thorn¬ 
ton  Heath,  on  Sept.  18,  1940. 

Massive  air  raids  on  London  had  begun  a  few  days 
earlier  and  the  problem  of  dealing  with  unexploded 
bombs  was  a  new  one.  Mr.  Harris  was  then  chief 
combustion  engineer  to  Croydon  Corporation. 

So  secret  were  the  methods  used  to  render  such  bombs 
harmless  that  the  official  citation  of  the  award  merely 
records  “for  conspicuous  bravery  in  carrying  out 
dangerous  duties.” 

King  George  VI  announced  the  new  award  in  a  radio 
broadcast  on  Sept.  23,  1940,  and  signed  the  warrant 
inaugurating  it  next  day.  Mr.  Harris,  whose  decoration 
was  gazetted  on  Dec.,  \1 ,  was  the  eighth  holder.

and  N.C.O.  were  able  to  maintain  their  positions.  As 
a  result  of  their  work  the  remaining  control  became 
operative  and  it  was  possible  for  the  ship  to  regain  her 
base  at  slow  speed.  But  for  the  gallantry  and  devotion 
to  duty  of  this  W.O.  and  N.C.O.  the  ship  might  have 
been  wrecked.”
